The Associntod Charvities propose to do
nway, a8 far as possible, with this pro-
miseuous giving by providing a channel
through which the charitubly disposad
may have theiv benefuctions digponsed
with the assurance that they will get
into no unworthy hands, or atany rate
that the chances of their doing so will
be reduced to the minimum,

The AssocintedCharities is incorpor-
ated, and [ts incorporators and officers
are pmong our most reputable and re-
sponsible eitizens. Tt does not propose
a now experiment, but will operate upon
a plan that has been successfully tried In
other cities for years. It is superfluous
Lo sy Lthat the asspeintion is entitled to
the fullest confidence of the paople of
Umnhn and the work it proposes to do
ought to insure it n most genevous sup
port.  *Whoso giveth to the poor lend-
ath to tho Lord."

THE SCANDINAVIANS IN THE NORTH-
WEST.

The northwest is the home of the
Seandinavians in this country. Ac-
cording to n paper In the September
Forum, by Prol. Kendric C. Babeock,
there are in this section ol the country
750,000 inhabitants of Scandanavian
birth. Adding vo these the second gen-
eration, enumerated as native born, and
the number is nearly 1,000,000,

The story of the coming of this great

the early Teutonic migrations were but
small muranding plenics, is an unevent-
-ful, but not un unimportant chnpter in
our history. It was in 1825, according
to this authority, that the first company
of Seandinavian immigrants reached

New York from Norway and made u
sottlemant near Rochester, N. Y. In

the next ten yenrs only a few hundreds
came, and it was not until 1836 that the
firet permanent western settlement was
made in Illinois. Settlements followed
in subsequent vears in Wisconsin
and Town. Swedes and  Danes,
ns well as Norweginns, began to come,
and by 1843 the stream was lowing with
some regularity. The Scandinavian
population in 1850 was 18,000, and ten
Years later it had increased to 72,000.
The Immigration of these people during
the civil war was light; but later the
movement wans renewed with greater
vigor than before and roached its cli-
max in 1882, when the population was
inerensed from this source to the extent
of 105,826, In the five years ecoding
with 1885, 352,834 Seandinpvians arrived
in the United Statos, and in the next
tive yenrs the number was 304,160,

Prof. Babeock snys that while fumine,
burdensome tuxation and overpopuiation
lave been not inconsiderable factors in
promoting Stundinavian immigration,
the natural love of ndventurs, the pros-
pect of ownership of land, which is

practieally impossible to  the great
majority in  the old home, and
the  desire for gronter por-
sonal Independence have been the
motives of Seandinavian im-
migranon. “The brond, rich prairies

of the northwest have had from the first
an Eden-like attractivenrss to these
north folk, coniing as they have from a
tand where mountainsg, marshes, thin
soil and short summers made life a con-
tinual struggle for ‘existence. It was
the vision of level flelds of marvellous
fertility that could be had almost for
the asking that cheered their tedi-
ous wuy across the Atlantie, up the Erie
canal and around the groat lnkes in the
early days. Minnosotn, lowa, Dakota,
aro still the watchwords us they come
und are household words In almost every
ernony from Hammerfest o Gjedser.’
With regued to the chavacteristics of
these poople, who constitute o most valu-
uhle element of the population, the pas-
sion for the possession of land wnd for
the independence that goes with it is
prominent.  Cne of the most important
jodivect vesulls of the love for land-
ownorshipis the hastening of natural-

fzation, The Scundinavinn {mmigraot
loses uwo Ume in tuking out his
“fiest papers,”  and  he  does nou

deluy perfecting his title o full oltizen-
ship. His aptitude for politics and his
intorvest 1o publle nffairs nre nutural,
ang no class of foreign born eitizens
enter upon the elghts and duties of
Amovicnn ¢itizonship with more on-
thusiasm or hounest, intelligent appre-
cintion of its high privileges. All who
are fumiliny with the chavacter of these
poople will sgres with Frol. Baboock
that soclety has little to fear from
Seandinuvian  Immigrants; eartalnly,
as hoe says, npot from illiteracy,
for Norway, Sweden and Denmark
gre among the f(ive states of Furope
“nearly [ree from illiterncy.” A Scan-

No people who
come to the United States make better
citizons or in proportion to numbers

THE COAL COM TINE DEFIANT.

The recent decision against the coal
combine by n New Jersey court, the
substance of which has been published
in this paper, is recoived with n defiant
smile by President MoLaod of the Rend-
ing railroad, which is the lessec of the
New Jorsey Central and the Lehigh
Valley, He says that the decision will
have no offect whatover upon the busi-
ness of the combine, as the New Jorsoy
Contral, the road espocinlly considerad
by the court, will now be managed hy
its own officers and will continue to ba
operated in the interest of the combine
as if no decision agninst the leass had
been rendered. “The continuancoe of
the joint oporation of these proporties is
assured,” says Presidont MceLeod, and
hondds that whether the leasos are ulti-
mately sustained or not it *‘will muke
but an inappreciable diference n our
plans.” The manifesto of the Reading’s
president is one of defianca to the courts
and the people. Here is an extract:

It will not affect the conl trade, either,
No partof itis in the hands of either tho
Central, the Phlladelphla & Roading Rail-
rond company or the Port Reading. Thav is
n wholly differont subjoct, The Philadelphia
and Roading Coal nud Iron company controls
the output of the conl companios and most of
the Individyal operators on ail throe lines by
contracts in Pennsylvania, which itis au-
thorized by law and its charter to make, and
will continue in the future its busiuess of
puttingits conl on the markot at as fair
prices us it is able Lo secure.

I am aware of no obiigation under its
eharter, which was granted by tho stato of
Pennsylvania, which oblizates the company
tosell coal ata loss anywhers, nor to sell
coal in New Jersey at any price, and it is
even possible for the Philadelphia and Reaa-
ing Coal and Iron company to shipall its
conil to tide through the state of Pennsyl-
vanin without giving to the state of New
Jorsey the benefit of any of this businoss,

When the leases were mnde President
MeLeod asserted that the prices of coal
would not be advanced, and upon this
ground the newspaners in the coal
counl rogion, including all of the leading
journals in Philadelphia, claimed thau
the combination would result advian-
tageously to the public. But it now
appears that the anthracite kings are
so groedy for gain that they not only
disregard the complaints of the people
but also defy the courts, The combine
deliberately declures that it **will con-
tinue in tho future its business of put-
ting its coal on the markets at as fair
prices us 1t is able to secure.” This
simply means that 1t will demand the
lust cent that the people will pay for a
commodity which is almost an absolute
necessury of life,

The conl combine will probably find
that its policy of evasion will not work,
The Pennsylvania courts will undoubt-
edly render a decision similar to that
rendered in New Jorsey. The intent of
the lnw is to prevent such conspiracies,
and the iden that the leased rouds can
baoperatéd by their own officers and
still pemain in the deal will soon be
exploded. The constitutional provision
upon which the several actions ngainst
the combine are bused is intended for
the protection of the public. Tt will be
found impossible to evade both the
letter and the spivit of the law, and the
time is not far distant when the attitude
of definnce now assumed by the ecoal
barons will be abandoned. It isto be
regretted, however, that they will be
able to continue their robbery of the
paople until they are crushed by the
higher courts.

FINANCIAL CONDITIONS IN NEBRASK A,

The misrepresentations of the calam-
ity howlers regarding the financial and
business conditions in Nebraska are
undoubtedly having an inlfluence abroad
detrimental to the state, as indicated by
an articla rocently printed in the
Milling World, an orgen of the milling
interests of the country, to which we
referred a few doys ngo. That publiea-
tion found in the crop fizures and
mortguge paying statistics of Nebraska
sutisfuctory evidenca of prosperity, but
turning from these to tho stitemonts of
the people who have made it their busi-
noss  for several years to disparage tho
material  conditions here, it was
nnturally parplexed as to what to ha-
lieve. A botler acqunintance with the
persons who are responsible for the
calumity stories and with the motives
which netunte them would relieve the
mind of the editor of the Milling World
of ull doubt us to the trustworthiness of
the erop figuras and the mortgage pay -
ing statistics.

By way of showing the flnanecial con-
ditions in Nebraska, as indicated in the
bank deposits, THE BEE prints else-
where in this issue a tabulated state-
ment of the deposits in the state banks
of Nebraska, glving the amount in each
counly as shown by the July report of
the state bauking department and the
totul amount for the state deposited in
the national banis, as shown by the last
report of the comptroller of the cur-
rency. luwill be seen that the aggre-
gute nmount of deposits less than three
months ago in the banks of Nobraska
was over 852,000,000, the per capita for
every man, woman and child in the
state, according to the lust census, be-
ing #40.35, Jertainly this showa that
the people of this state are not impov-
erished, but on the ocootrary are in a
very fair stute ol prosperity, comparing
very fuvorably, we venture o nssume,
with those of other agricultural states.
They ara interosting annd instructive
figures, which we present, und they will
repuy careful exsmioation.

It would be
an insult to the |ntelligence of any
Amerionn citizen to suppose that he
would beliove the republican party ro-
eponsible for tho cholera scourgo in
Europe.

In the whole history of American po-
litica thore never has been made agninst
any party a charge so uttorly ground-
less and foolish as this, If the Herald's
article ware a little less coherently writ-
ten it would be reasonable to =uppose
that the author was a lunatie. The sub-
stance of the argument is. that the Me-
Kinley Ilaw has given the American
workingmen an advantage over those of
Furope, and that the working clnsses
acrosg the son hinve thus been reduced to
poverty: and ns poverty is sometimes as-
sociated with filth, and filth encournges
the spresd of cholern, therefore the
seourge is due to the American protec-
tive tariil,

We cannot assume that any intelli-
goent American reader will take a se-
rious view of this remarkable argument
agalost the McKinley law. It is pre-
sented only for the purpose of showing
how desperately the iree traders are
butting sheir heads against the solid

EXCLUSIVE of the single county of
Hudson, the state of New Jersey hns
given republican pluralities in the last
three presidential elections. It is
claimed by the democrats as n sura state
for Cleveland, but it is sigmficant that
they are preparing to make a great ef-
fort there this year. There are various
reasons why New Jersey is as likely to
give her electoral vote to Harrison as to
Cleveland next Novemter, some of
which are set forth by the New York
Sun. “The New Jersey delogation in
the Chicago econvention.” says that
paper, “voted solidly aguinst the lunncy
section of the democratic platform—the
free trade plaok. = Represeating o
strong manufacturing:state, they were
opposed to its adoption.” The prohibi-
tion vote, which hns Jdlong been a con-
siderable fuetor in the politics of that
state, has now in great mensure been
regained by the vepublicans. The leg-
islature that padsed'the bill making
valid the Reading lense wus strongly
democeatic in both branchus, and as this
kns pluced the demoeracy ‘on record as
favoring the conl combine, ngainst
which there is great popular indigna-
tion, it will inevitably prove damuging
to that party in the coming election.
These facts afford good ground for the
bolief that the systémutic and thorough
work which the republicans are doing
in that state will place it on the right
side this year,

Tae plan of placing the national
guard under the divect supervision of
the secrotary of war and establishiog a
bureau of the national guasrd in the
War department s now discussed by
militia officers all over the country, At
present the appointment of officers and
the authority to train the militia are
reserved to the several states. It is
thought that better results would be
accomplished il the authority to control
the state mlitia forces were vested in
the War department. The national
military system is regarded as dead
under the present system by those who
have made astudy of it, and the weasure
which they propose may prove to be the
only one by which it can be made
offective.
